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Sierra Madre City Council to study water management 


A public hearing will be held Feb. 12 by the 
Sierra Madre City Council as it contemplates 
niing of an Urban Water Management Plan re¬ 
quired by the state. 

The plan, intended only to meet minimum re¬ 
quirements, was prepared by Zimmerman Consult¬ 
ing Engineers and holds no recommendations not 
already in place other than the “adoption of a con¬ 
servation ordinance.” What the ordinance should 
cover is not included, leaving speculation ranging 
from the current voluntary conservation to manda¬ 
tory cutbacks and hefty penalties. 

The Zimmerman plan cost the city $3000. The 
firm was paid a total of $330,221 in 1989-90 for 
engineering services ranging from grading plans to 
the Mariposa Parking Lot. 

According to City Administrator Jim McRea, a 
more comprehensive plan is being prepared by city 


The plan includes a sketch of the city’s water 
history and causes of the current shortfall which 
has resulted in overpumping the city’s allotment in 
the Raymond Basin by more than SOO acre feet, 
which must be replaced. 

Further overpumping in 1991-92 will mean addi¬ 
tional purchase of replacement water possibly am¬ 
ounting to as much again. 

It enumerates the possibilities being explored to 
procure this replacement water, namely construction 
of a pipeline from either Arcadia or Pasadena 
since the San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water Dis¬ 
trict (SGVMWD), to which Sierra Madre belongs, 
after 30 years still has no way to get water to 
the city. 

Agreement by the Metropolitan Water District 
(MWD) will also be necessary in obtaining replace¬ 


ment water from either Arcadia or Pasadena. 

- The plan also lists the conservation measures al¬ 
ready undertaken by the city; distribution of conser¬ 
vation literature to users and schools and making 
available conservation kits containing toilet tank 
displacement bags, shower restrictors, leak detection 
tablets and faucet aerators. Approximately 400 of 
these kits have been dispensed to date. 

The plan recommends distribution of 1000 kits 
in 1990, 500 in 1991 and 250 in each of the 
following four years. 

It describes the city’s voluntary water conserva¬ 
tion effort aimed at saving 10 percent of water nor¬ 
mally used and notes that the City Council will con¬ 
sider a mandatory program in 1991. 

The plan estimates that 111 million gallons of 
water can be saved between 1991 and 1995, contin¬ 


IPercelFs trial date to be set Mar. 14

‘On Mar. 14, at 8:30 a.m., Pasadena Superior 
Court will once again attempt to set a trial date 
for The People vs Jeffrey Percell. 

Percell has been in custody since Dec. 13,1988, 
accused of the shooting death of his parents, John 
and Alice Percell, found in their Sierra Madre 
home on Nov. 16,1988. 

Attorney Rowan Klein, partner to Percell’s 
co-counsel Michael Crain, spoke before Judge 
Charles Lee at Friday’s pre-trial proceeding. 

He stated: “There’s a lot of work ahead, 
conducting discovery, gathering information.” 


The setting of a definite trial date has been 
consistently postponed since April 14,1990, when 
Crain assumed co-counsel responsibilities to 
Percell’s pro-per status. Crain then stated the 
need for adequate time to prepare the “comp¬ 
licated case that called for many witnesses.” 

Percell was granted “pro-per” status on April 6, 
1990, after refusing the services of assigned dist¬ 
rict attorney, Mike Duffey. Before that time, 
Percell had sought to hire private counsel, Barry 
Post, but could not gain access to funds from 
his deceased parents’ estate. 

Percell’s sister, Linda Sue Tissel, had petitioned 


the District Court of Appeals for the funds but 
later withdrew the petition. A stay on trial pro¬ 
ceeding remained for several months, however. ' 

Tissel appeared in the courtroom at the 
Jan. 25 pre-trial. Jeffrey Percell carried with him 
a manila folder encased in plastic, and for the 
first time wore glasses. He did not speak before 
the judge. 

Prosecuting attorney Elton Simms stated he 
was hoping for a definite trial date in March. 

Judge Lee indicated to the co-counsel that 
'' more information would be necessary to waive a 
trial date at that time. 


uing to the year 2010, through “conservation 
awareness,” although it does not reveal how it 
arrived at this figure. The cost to the city is 
listed as $94,000 with a net loss of -$19,750, 
again with no backup figures. 

It finally enumerates new supply opportunities 
which include future regional reclaimed water from 
the Los Angeles County Sanitation District and 
regional agreements between MWD, SGVMWD 
and other regional suppliers. The city has no con¬ 
trol over either of these future possibilities. 

A recommendation to use changes in water pricing 
and rate structures as incentives to alter water 
use has also already been adopted by the city with 
its 13 percent increase in 19^, increasing to 35 
percent, slated for 1991.

Scheele home given Wistaria award by Beautification Committee 


The prestigious bi-annual Wistaria Award, given 
to ijiai and Stephen Scheele of 625 Auburn Ave., 
was presented at the Jan. 22 council meeting by 
Shelby Pope, Beautification Committee chair. Com¬ 
mendations were also noted and presented. 

The Wistaria Award, given to a homeowner 
or business which, through major renovation of 
structure and/or landscaping, serves as an inspir¬ 
ation and example for all of the citizens of 
Sierra Madre, was presented to Zana and Stephen 
Scheele of 625 Auburn Ave.

The house was reroofed and repainted, inside 
and out, retiled and updated and completely re¬ 
decorated. Hardwood floors were redone and used 
brick given a muriatic wash. 

In the back yard a pool was added and the 
earth from the excavation used to level the sur¬ 
rounding area. A new driveway and several walk¬ 


ways were installed on the side and in front, 
together with a new sprinkler system. 

Six trees were added in the garden, including 
crepe myrtle, queen palms and a coral tree, and 
seasonal color was added with gazanias, hybiscus, 
begonias, impatiens and other colorful flowers. 

The Scheeles even placed planter boxes on the 
fence surrounding their trash receptacle enclosure. 

The house, a light putty color with white trim 
and navy blue shutters, blends into, its neighbor¬ 
hood while demonstrating how a traditional home 
can serve as an example'of thoughtful enhance¬ 
ment.

A new disability insurance benefits schedule 
for employees took effect Jan. 1 of this year. 
That’s not startling news, but the State of Calif¬ 
ornia Employment Development Department, 
the state agency that administers the plan, wants 
to get the word out. 

Employment Development Department (EDD) 
Field Representative Darleen Traugott 
stopped by the Main Street Chamber office last 
week to discuss the new schedule. “This is one 
of the few taxes not paid by employers. It is also 
one of our employee State benefit packages that 
doesn’t get much publicity. We are asking all 
employers to assist in educating their employees 
about the disability insurance program,’’ 
Traugott told me. 

According to the California Unemployment 
Insurance Code (CUIC), “...a ‘disability’ is any 
illness or injury, either physical or mental, that 
prevents you from doing your regular job. 
Disability also includes elective surgery, preg¬ 
nancy, childbirth, or related medical conditions.’’ 

A fact that Main Street Chamber businesses 


.should be aware of is that employers, self- 
employed individuals, including general partners 
may elect to cover themselves for disability 
insurance. The cost for this coverage is set 
annually. Complete information is available 
through the Employment Tax District office. 
Individuals in family employment, not subject to 
the code, may also elect coverage at the same rate 
as other employees. 

Traugott stressed that the State Disability 
Insurance Program (SDI) is designed to serve 
California employees by mail. Most employers 
have received claim forms to make available to 
their employees. If not, employers are encouraged 
to order a supply. 

According to the SDI pamphlet, “...claims 
must be mailed within 49 days from the first day 
you are disabled. Late filing may result in loss of 
benefits for the number of days that the claim is 
late unless ‘good cause’ for delay is established.” 
When a claim is received, the SDI claims office 
will request any information needed to determine 
eligibility. The majority of claims are processed 
and payment issued within 14 days of receipt. 

Copies of the 1991 Disability Insurance Benefit 
schedule are available at the Main Street Chamber 
office. Local businesses or employees wanting 
more information, or interested in ordering 
forms should contact Field Representative 
Darleen Traugott at the Employment Develop¬ 
ment Department, Disability Insurance Field 
Office, 13215 East Penn Street, P. O. Box 4707, 
Whittier, Ca. 90607-4707. Or, by phone call 
(213)945-8701 or (213)945-4402.

“You are the first Eastern storm to sweep thi^ 
country, and what a number of flowers it has 
brought,” said President Woodrow Wilson of 
Kahlil Gibran. 

An Eastern storm, where have I heard that 
before? 

Like Gibran I could get mystical trying to 
understand why since last September Gibran’s 
writings have blown back into my life. The man 
from Lebanon who wrote almost half of his 
works on love in Arabic. The man who became 
“an idol to millions throughout the world, 
mainly in the United States.” 

Last week I went to the library to get one book, 
and on the shelf right beside it I noticed “Kahlil 
Gibran:The Nature of Love,” a study by Andrew 
Dib Sherfan. I checked out both the book I had 
come for and Gibran. I read Gibran first. 

This book reads much like a college thesis for 
its author, Sherfan is a scholar, born in Lebanon 
also, he studied in Beirut, Rome, Jerusalem and 
London. At the time of the writing of this book, 
copyrighted in 1971, he lived and taught in 
Manila. 

Sherfan is obviously enamored by Gibran’s 
romantic vision of Love, but tempers it slightly 
with a moral groundedness:“His doctrine has 
something of mysticism, realism and hallucinat¬ 
ion,” he records early in the study, and also 


would expect, but is hard-hitting in its 
poignant tale of a catatonic who gets a glimp¬ 
se of what he’s been missing.

The subject for Gibran is always love, love 
that is always “killing him softly with its song.” 
The author states...“Gibran has a special appeal 
to those anxious souls who seem to be simul¬ 
taneously choked by honey and bitterness.” For 
Gibran love and suffering were inseparable 
because the source of love is the very passion of 
God. “Love,” he believed, “is a special, 
mysterious and divine call.” 

We live in a Western world of reason where 
love is married to will and discipline but Gibran 
had no attraction to such a love, especially in the 
form of the “arranged marriage” that it took 
in Middle-Eastern society. He believed love to be 
“a spiritual affinity and unless that affinity is 
created in a moment, it will not be created in 
years, or even generations.” To Gibran love was, 
“a word of light, written by a hand of light, upon 
a page of light.” 

Love had wings, often broken wings. There is 
a proverb that says, “The bird with a broken 
wing never soared so high, but its song was 
sweeter.” Kahlil Gibran was like that bird, 
flying out of a supernatural sky, bringing a 
language of bittersweetness to open hearts.

The following is a letter with photos from her 
"friend over there, John. ” 

Jan. 3,1991 

Dear Carolyn, 

1 received your two cards and letters today. 
It really did bring a smile to my face. All of 
you are too much. We do not have much in 
the way of cards out here so 1 thought 1 would 
have you see what kind of a ship 1 am on 
and have some of the guys sign it. The Red 
Line is how we came over to the Gulf. Most 
of the time is in the North Arabian Sea. We 
pulled back into port on the 2nd of January 
for minor repairs. We will be here until the 12th 
of Jan. Dubia is part of the U.A.E., just in¬ 
side of the Gulf. You asked if maybe you could 
send something to us. 1 could think of a lot 
of things. Choc, chip cookies would be nice. 
Almost everything anyone sends is store bought 
candy. Very good but hell on the teeth. All of 
us out here really do thank you for your sup¬ 
port. We wonder why we are still here. There 
is so much this nut is doing and we just stand 
by and let him do it. 

We had a nice Christmas party on the ship. 


It really was not like Christmas. We all still 
had our jobs to do but the midnight Mass 
brought us together. We are still hoping to come 
home soon but this looks more and more like 
it will be a long wait. 

Every day more ships are trying to get through 
to Iraq. We just stopped one that had supplies 
for Iraq. These 10 days in port will be tense 
ones for me. 1 really feel that the closer we 
get to the Jan. 15th deadline, the more of a 
chance for bombings go up. 

We have 8,500 people in port and at any one 
time about half those could be off the ship 
and on liberty. 1 do pray that a peaceful end 
to this can be found. 

I would like the nut (S.H.) to be taken out 
of power so this will not happen again when 
he is even stronger. 

We are coming in to the winter seasons over 
here. Still sunny and warm but we have a lot 
better chance of getting some rain. 

Well, Carolyn, 1 should get this off and in 
the mail. I’m talking just to be talking. Just 
to say it one more time. We all over here 
thank you and everyone for all you have given 
us. Your support does mean a great deal to us. 
Sitting over here you have plenty of time to think 
and just knowing that people like yourself out 
there are behind us makes it a little more easy 
to deal with this from day to day. Many thanks 
to you all.

One is inclined to think 
of Noel Coward’s plays as 
frivolous and sophist¬ 
icated, decadent and witty, 
full of conversational 
froth and philandering. 
For over 40 years he 
and/or his plays were 
constantly on stage. He 
wrote 60 plays and over 
300 songs as well as screen¬ 
plays and novels. “Blythe 
Spirit,” “Design for 
Living,” and “Private 
Lives” come easiest to 
mind, along with that 
most romantic of operet¬ 
tas, “Bittersweet.” He 
was himself a debonair 
performer as actor, singer 
and raconteur. 

It is particularly inter¬ 
esting to see his early 
(1923) play, “The Vor¬ 
tex,” which caused a 
scandalized furor when it 
opened, as now produced 
at the Ahmanson-at-the- 
Doolittle series. 

The witty repartee is in 
full swing in the first act 


as a lady with a passion 
for young lovers banters 
with her friends: a society 
singer, a parlor wit, her 
current undistinguished 
flame, her ineffectual 
husband and her one clear¬ 
eyed confidante and 
observer. Her son comes 
home from abroad, fragile 
and desperate-eyed, an¬ 
nouncing that he is en¬ 
gaged. 

In the second act, his 
cold-bloodedly realistic 
fiance reveals the depth of 
his problem with alcohol 
and drugs, and in the third 
act, like the famous scene 
in “Hamlet,” the son 
confronts his mother with 
a dismaying picture of her 
life and its destructive 
effect on his own. Sud¬ 
denly the decadence is 
visible under the froth. 

If there is still anyone 
who thought drugs and 
promiscuity were merely 
contemporary problems.

Most 
successful is a Japanese 
martial arts concoction 
with the flavor and inflex¬ 
ion of Japanese dialog 
accurately mimed in non¬ 
sense syllables. A colorful 
translater provides illum¬ 
inating sub-titles. A Pirat¬ 
ical episode has a plot so 
complex even the actors 
can’t follow it. 

Author-director Louis 
Roth admits in an Auth¬ 
or’s Note that he is a true 
swashbuchler fan. He has 
trouble playing Cyrano as 
funny even in this travesty 
of the play. Craig Tol¬ 
liver, on the other hand, 
makes every character he 
plays surely comic. Victor 
Warring has a great time 
as both the Japanese trans¬ 
later and a pirate captain. 
Jennifer Ann Buttell, 
Margaret O’Conner and 
Isabel Seek can swing a 
sword with the best as well 
as playing various love 


interests. Bruce Buon- 
auro’s Don Diego is dainty 
but almost impossible to 
understand. 

This is the sort of act 
that burlesque theaters 
used to do before the strip¬ 
pers took over, the kind 
of thing that trained 
Abbot and Costello and 
Red Skelton. It takes that 
kind of timing and crazy 
freedom to make it as 
funny as it can be. Clown¬ 
ing is the trickiest kind of 
acting, and this cast 
hasn’t quite achieved it. 
But they give it a good try 
and the Japanese sequence 
is definitly worth the price 
of admission.

Paul Duhart discusses roles 
as coach, published poet 


When Paul Duhart 
went to work at Arcadia 
High School 31 years ago, 
he took with him coach¬ 
ing skills as well as a 
knack for writing poetry. 

His ability to generate 
league football champ¬ 
ionships in three of his 
first four years at AHS 
gave testimony to what 
he could accomplish as 
a coach. However, his 
writing skills have been 
held in confidence until 
recently, when six of his 
poems were selected in 
a national competition, 
sponsored by the Ameri¬ 
can Poetry Association, 
for publication in “Am¬ 
erican Poetry Anthol¬ 
ogy.” 

Duhart said that he 
was in “seventh heaven” 
when he learned that his 
poems would be publish¬ 
ed, but when he saw the 
quality of the book, 

“I went one step higher.” 

This author/coach 
added, “There have been 
a lot of high points in 
my life, but this is one 
of them.” 

Duhart explained that 
he has written poetry 
since he was a teenager, 
virtually all of his life, 
as he put it, and that most 
of his writing is senti- i 
mental, “because I’m I 


very sentimental. ^ 

Only recently did he 
nart sharing his poems 
with people other than 
his wife, Helen. “Santa 
Remember Me?”, 
which met with approval 
from his fellow teachers 
was published in a Japan¬ 
ese newsletter this holi¬ 
day season: and “A Best 
Friend” was printed in 
an NFL newsletter two 
years ago. 

Other high points in 
his life were the three 
“very exciting” seasons, 
including the champion¬ 
ship year in 1944, when 
he was a runningback 
and safety for the Green 
Bay Packers. 

While Duhart was on 
a football scholarship at 
the University of Florida 
in Gainesville, he was 
drafted and served in the 
Army during World 
War II. He came out of 
the service and pursued 
a professional football 
career before going 
back to college and earn¬ 
ing a B.S. in physical 
education from Boston 
University. He also has 
a Master’s of Education 
from Worchester State 
College. 

After coaching high 
school football in South- 
bridge, Mass., for 11 


years, he tired of the 
New England winters, 
transferred to AHS, 
where he was the varsity 
football coach for 10 
years, and I’ve never 
regretted it.” 

During his last two 
years in Massachusetts 
and his first two in Ar¬ 
cadia, his teams built up 
a 31-game winning 
streak, which extended to 
41-1-1 over a five-year 
period. 

No longer a football 
coach, Duhart has devot¬ 
ed the last 21 years to 
the AHS golf team and 
teaching physical educa¬ 
tion classes, and for the 
last six years he has 
coached girls’ tennis. 
“This is the happiest 
time of my life.” 

Duhart philosophized, 
“Basically, I think I’ve 
done all that I’m going 
to do; my future is re¬ 
membering all that I’ve 
done.” 

About his hour-long 
drive from his home in 
Huntington Beach, the 
coach said, “I solve all 
the world’s problems 
when I’m driving by my¬ 
self.” He reports that he 
has a lot of time to 
meditate and, certainly, 
remember all that he has ^ 
done, including those high 
points.
